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Presidential  Search  Committee  Report  by  Frank  C.  Jones,  Chairman: 

Substantial  progress  is  being  made  in  the  search  for  a new  president  for  Wesleyan 

Col  lege. 


Applications  and  nominations  have  been  solicited  in  a variety  of  ways:  by  an 
advertisement  that  appeared  in  four  issues  of  The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education;  from 
Alumnae,  faculty  members  and  students,  trustees,  and  other  friends  of  the  College;  and 
through  contacts  initiated  by  members  of  the  Trustees'  search  Committee  and  the  advisory 
commi ttee. 

There  are  well  over  100  active  files.  These  are  being  studied  carefully,  and  it 
is  contemplated  that  a much  smaller  list  of  prospects  will  soon  be  formulated.  It  is 
quite  difficult  to  project  a precise  timetable  as  of  this  date.  Hopefully,  the  inter- 
viewing of  "finalists"  can  begin  in  March  or  early  April,  and  a recommendation  of  a new 
president  can  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  spring  meeting  In  early  May. 

The  Trustees'  Search  Committee  is  composed  of  Mrs.  B.  Jay  Trawl ck  and  William  A. 
Fickling,  Jr.,  Vice  Chairman,  Reginald  Trice,  Dr.  J.  Frederick  Wilson,  and  myself  and 
Randolph  W.  Thrower,  ex  officio.  We  are  receiving  active  participation  and  support  from 
four  advisory  committees  selected  from  among  the  members  of  the  faculty,  alumnae,  students 
and  the  Board  of  Associates.  Dr.  Judson  C.  Ward,  Jr.,  Vice  President  of  Emory  University, 
and  Henry  L.  Bowden,  chairman  of  Emory's  Board,  and  both  members  of  Wesleyan's  Board,  are 
serving  as  consultants.  Mrs.  Freda ,K.  Nadler,  Editor  of  the  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Magazine,  is 
our  executive  secretary,  ai!jd  Mrs*.*  Maureen  Lizek,  who  Is  the  personal  secretary  of  Vice 
Chairman  Bill  Fickling,  Jr.,  is  rendering  valuable  assistance  as  well. 

All  of  us  who  are  serving  on  the  Trustees'  Search  Committee  and  on  the  various 
advisory  committees  are  dedicated  to  the  goal  that  the  person  selected  to  become  Wesleyan's 
next  president  will  be  truly  outstanding  and  highly  qualified  in  all  respects  to  provide 
leadership  for  the  1980's  and  beyond.  In  the  meantime.  President  W.  Earl  Strickland  Is 
continuing  to  function  actively  as  president  and  he  Is  cooperating  fully  with  us  in  our 
task.

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Death  Claims  Two  Benefactors  of  Wesleyan; 

Dr.  Fred  Prosper  Manget,  99,  died  in  Atlanta  on  January  21,  to  be  followed 
exactly  one  nxjnth  later  by  Mrs.  T.  J.  Stewart  (Octavla  Burden,  '06),  In  Macon. 

A legendary  figure,  "Dr.  Fred"  served  42  years  as  a medical  missionary  In 
China  (he  was  decorated  by  Gen.  Chiang  Kai-shek),  Burma,  West  China,  Japan,  and  Korea, 
also  with  a Red  Cross  volunteer  unit  in  Siberia  treating  prisoners  of  the  Russians. 
Returning  to  America  he  founded  a free  medical  clinic  in  Atlanta,  later  continuing  this 
work  in  Macon.  Upon  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  Louise  Anderson,  his  helper  in  China, 
he  married  Jennie  Loyal  1 '12,  first  Alumnae  Secretary  at  Wesleyan.  In  1963  she 
established  the  Dr.  Fred  P.  Manget  Missionary  Fund  to  strengthen  the  Religion  Department 
at  the  College.  The  Jennie  Manget  Dining  Room  was  named  for  her.  Both  were  responsible 
for  many  other  expressions  of  generosity  and  service  to  Wesleyan,  the  Church,  and  the 
Communi ty. 

"Miss  Octavia"  died  at  92.  She  spent  much  of  her  childhood  on  the  campus  of 
old  Wesleyan  as  her  grandfather.  Dr.  W.  C.  Bass,  was  then  president  of  the  College  and 
made  his  home  there.  Among  her  benefactions  to  the  College  were  the  annual  donation  of 
a full  tuition  scholarship  and  refurlxishing  of  the  furnishings  and  decor  of  the  Burden 
Parlor,  previously  donated  by  her  and  other  members  of  the  Burden  family.  In  1952  she 
received  the  Alumnae  Award  for  Distinguished  Service  to  Wesleyan.  Her  late  husband, 
Thomas  J.  Stewart,  was  a Trustee  of  the  College  and  was  one  of  five  who  pledged  his 
personal  securities  to  guarantee  the  dissolution  of  Wesleyan's  bonded  indebtedness.
